The past few years have brought forth many won- 
derful improvements in almost all known kinds. 
We have searched here and abroad and also have 
been producing new varieties in our own nurseries. 
Our testing is done under northern New York 
conditions, where temperatures have gone down to 
30 and 35 degrees below zero.
